Volunteer Drivers and Escorts needed for 
new Red Cross Service 


Cambridge-based volunteers are urgently needed 
for the charity's Transport and Escort service which 
enables elderly and vulnerable people who have 
difficulty in travelling. for whatever reason. to get 
out and about and go on journeys they might other- 
wise not be able to make. 

Drivers are needed who are willing to drive 
either their own car. for which they get mileage. or 
the branch's specially adapted vehicle for wheel- 
chair users. Meanwhile. escorts are needed to 
accompany the people on their joumey. 

Director of the Cambridgeshire Branch of the 
British Red Cross. Dorothy Quayle. said: "Even if 
volunteers can only offer a few hours now and then 
we would be very pleased to hear from them. The 
service is extremely well-used and gives people 
back a degree of freedom and independence". 

Examples of when the service has been used in 
the past include when a voung mother needed to 
take her severely disabled son to a hospital appoint- 
ment. but also had to look after a lively toddler. 
Another case was a partially sighted woman who 
was facing a difficult train journey to visit her sick 
brother. Escorts are often required to accompany 
people on air and coach journeys. 

Each driver and escort is specially trained in 
helping people who have difficulty in travelling 
and all work to a high standard of care. delivered 
with confidentiality. dignity and impartiality.

"Oh to be in England, now that summer's here". 
So much to see and do!The countryside 1s alive 
with sounds and smells. Walk through any grass- 
land area protected from sprays and look at the 
array of flowers to be seen - pure joy ! 

Lots of voung birds can be seen now, fluttering 
about in the undergrowth getting their first use of 
their wings, constantly calling to mum and dad for 
attention and food. But watch out for the 
Sparrowhawk. he also needs food for his babies. It 
could be you ! 

Walk through any wood or along any ride and 
you will see loads of butterflies: Small 
Tortoiseshell. Skippers, Blues. Peacock and 
Speckled Wood. Watch the 'Woods' chasing each 
other, first spiralling high up together and then flut- 
tering down slowly. Keep a look out for dav flying 
moths - the biggest being the Hawk Moth. Also 
look out for the Cinnabar and Six Spot Burnet 
(black and crimson, vou can't miss them). 

In the ponds at this time look for the tadpoles, 
which have now sprouted their back legs. Look for 
the newts - mainly Common and Great Crested. 
coming up for air every few minutes, along with 
the Pondskaters. Waterboatmen. Whirligigs and 
other assorted diving beetles. Meanwhile. the 
Minnows and Sticklebacks are trying to tempt the 
females into their ‘love-nests'. The males have 
bright red bellies. and on close inspection. are quite 
easy to spot. 

The trees are looking magnificent now. the Horse 
Chestnut (with its white ‘candlesticks') and my own 
favourite, the Oak. The Oak is host to over 200 dif- 
ferent species of animals and insects. It is a very 
thirsty tree, and needs about 200 gallons of water 
every day. That should not be difficult considering 
the amount of water lost by the Water Companies ! 

This is a good time to see Dragonflies (there are 
two types, Hawkers and Darters) and the ‘fairy like’ 
Damselflies. fluttering, it seems. where the breeze 
takes them. early morning being the best time to 
see them ‘emerge’ from their 2 to 3 years of watery 
existence beneath the surface. where they spend 
their time eating anything they can get hold of, 
from tadpoles to small fish. Early morning sees 
them climb the stems of the Flag Iris and wait, 
slowly going through the process of splitting their 
skin and climbing out of it, pumping fluid around 
their wings before letting them harden in the sun. 
Then they take to the air- a truly magnificent sight ! 

Go out into the countryside and see for yourself. 
But remember:-
